in existing tax laws but "didn't 
go far enough."

'takable signs of the mighty change 
which 
has been taking place in 


American opinion since the-sinking 
of the Panay, and he is basing his 
judgment upon the superficial and 
transient rather than upon the deep 
and enduring temper of the Amer- 
ican people. It is particularly im- 
portant that the foreign diplomats 
in Washington and that foreign 
newspaper men 
in this country 


should not misinform their govern- 
ments and their peoples on this 
vital matter, by letting them think 
for one instant 
that the 
United 


States may be counted upon to sit 
quiet no matter what happens. 
I f j 


the foreigners here know how to i 
icad the signs and are doing their) 
duty 
they will 
now be warning 


their people at home that the Unit- 
ed States must be considered as a 
major factor in all their calcula- 
tions. 
Hull's Authoritative 
Tone Is Evidence 


If they wish some of the evidence 


on this point, they misht begin by 
noting the unusually firm and au- 
thoritative tone of Secretary Hull's 
latest dcclartion. Mr. Hull is a soft- 
speakinc man."Mr. Roosevelt and 
Mr. Hull have long political expe- 
rience 
and 
they 
are 
excellent 


judges of public opinion. If at this 
juncture they declare that they do 
not intend to abandon American 
rights and interests and that they 
intend to confer and collaborate 
with the other peaceable nations 
and that they believe in an cxpan- 
sion of American armaments, and 
in parallel action to preserve the 
peace, it is because they know that 
Congress and the people support 
them. They know that the series of 
events from the destruction of the 
Panay to the Austrian coup have 
shattered 
the influence 
of non- 


resistant pacifism and are convinc- 
ing a rapidly increasing majority 
that the way to deal with aggres- 
sors is not to run away but to stand 
and turn upon them. 


In confirmation of this it should 


be noted by foreign opinion that all 
effective opposition to the naval

has 
collapsed. 
Foreigners 


should note that it is almost certain 
now that this bill which merely au- 
thorizes an increase will be supple-

They should note next the very

Neutrality act, if not in the letter 
then certainly in the spirit, is dead, 
that in so far as that legislation

American Opinion 
No Longer Neutral 


But more significant than any of 


these things is the emotional tem- 
per of the American people. A year 
ago they looked upon the actions of 
the aggressor states as unpleasant 
but as alien and remote. American 
opinion 
was still neutral 
in its 


main feeling. It is no longer neutral 
in anything like the same degree. 
Its predominant sympathies are 
overwhelmingly against the dicta- 
tors and are with increasing passion 
in favor of the threatened democra- 
cies. That. I think, is the cold fact 
which any competent and objective 
observer can confirm for himself. 


Moreover, and this is especially 


noteworthy, the thing which now 
exercises the greatest restraint upon 
American opinion is not the isola- 
tionist sentiment here but the va- 
cillation 
and 
weakness 
in 
the 


threatened countries abroad. Just 
as Czechoslovakia cannot hope to 
get help 
from 
her allies if the 


Czechs do not resist, so the allies 
cannot 
hope, for help from this 


country if they never stand and re- 
sist. But if they do stand, and set 
one of the aggressors back on his 
heels, they will. I venture to pre- 
dict, let loose in this country a pop- 
ular enthusiasm, now dammed up, 
which will have very great prac- 
tical consequences. 
Americans Will Side 
With The Democracies 
i 


Detached observers may differ as! 


to whether this is good or bad but! 
I do not think that any realistic re- 
porter will deny that, when the 
European 
democracies take their 


stand, 
American popular opinion 


will passionately take their side, so 
passionately that in the end it will 
not permit them 
to be defeated. 


Thai is the 
kind of people 
the 


Americans are and that is the way 
they will behave. In time of peace, 
when the issues are abstract and 
undefined, they are fond of saying 
that they do not care what happens 
beyond their frontiers. But they do 
care when the issues are concrete 
and real, and when they do care, 
they care tremendously, and when 
they care tremendously Hhey like 
to do something about it. 


If any one doubts the accuracy of 


this estimate, let him try to imagine 
the state of American ppmion if 
London or Paris were being bomb- 
ed as is Barcelona or were being 
sacked as was Nanking. Let him try 
to imagine if he can an American 
President and an American Con- 
gress and the American newspapers 
if the submarines and airplanes be- 
gan sinking ships all over the Medi- 
terranean and in the North Atlan- 
tic. Let him try to imagine the re- 
action of this country with its ship- 
ping driven into our harbors, with 
Roods piling up on the docks, with 
farm prices in collapse, and with 
millions of new unemployed. Any 
one who thinks that 
Americans 


would patiently apply the philoso- 
phy of the Neutrality act is unable 
to use his imagination. 
Not Safe To Believe 
U. S. Won't Enter Again 


There have been two world wars 


since the 
Republic was founded, 


and the United States has taken 
part in both of them. It is not wise, 
it is not prudent, it is not safe to 
pretend to ourselves or to others 
that we shall not intervene again. 
For the chances are, if not absolute, 
at least very great indeed that in 
another world war we would even- 
tually intervene again. 


It is better that this should be 


known than that it should be ignor- 
ed in the capitals of the agressor 
states. It is better for the cause of 
peace that Hitler should not repeat 
the miscalculations of von Tirpitz 
and Ludcndorff and the Kaiser. It 
is better, too. that we should not 
deceive ourselves by failing to pre- 
pare. For. in dealing with these 
militarized 
despotisms, 
military 


weakness and 
pacifist sentiment

INTERSTATE TRADE WALLS 


There is a curious tariff war raging in 


the Middle West. Ohio, Michigan, Mis- 
souri, Illinois and Indiana are engaged in 
a bitter conflict, each setting up discrim- 
inatory laws against one or more of the 
others. An observer calls it "interstate 
comic opera," but the difficulty has ser- 
ious possibilities. 


The immediate cause of the trouble is 


beer, but the situation is one that might 
spread and become economic civil war. 
Indiana is said to have begun the row by 
establishing "port of entry" regulations 
which Michigan brewers considered injur- 
ious to their industry. Michigan met the 
attack not by negotiation but by retalia- 
tion, excluding Indiana beer. The other 
states involved are going in for taxes on 
distributors, license charges for trucks, 
and other things of the sort. 


Suppose this tariff policy were extend- 


ed to foodstuffs, manufactured articles, 
clothing, and so on. The injury to Ameri- 
can prosperity and the menace to govern- 
ment would be incalculable. 


Are the states not forbidden by the 


Constitution to discriminate against each 
other in this way? 
The good judgment 


of their own authorities and private citi- 
zens should stop the foolishness before it 
becomes worse. 


INVASION BY STEALTH 


International aggression today, as Wal- 


ter Lippmann notes, isn't merely military. 
Most of it is commercial and propagandist. 
The invader slips into the coveted country 
by trade, radio and social contacts. Then 
some fine morning the host-nation wakes 
up to discover that it has a different form 
of government, or at least a government 
functioning, nobody quite knows how or 
why, in a different spirit, according to an 
alien set of rules. 


There is no shooting—just an infiltra- 


tion of ideas. But it may never be the 
same nation again, or the same system. 


We have seen how this form of in- 


trusion operates in Austria, particularly. 
The technique is now being applied in 
Czechslovakia. The work in China and 
Spain has been more crude and old-fash- 
ioned. 


Let it be observed that the slick, new 


type of expansion appears in our West- 
ern Hemisphere as well as the Eastern. 
It is by such a process that a system sug- 
gesting Old World Fascism, in spite of 
polite denials, has been established in 
Brazil. And Mexico seems to be succumb- 
ing to a social revolution that looks like 
ancient Aztec collectivism trying to catch 
up with Trotsky.

Congressman Thomas S. Mc- 
Millan (S. C.). in bringing the bill appropriat- 
ing for these departments before the house 
from the Appropriations committee, pridefully 
points to the economy. 


That's a large sum. small as it seems when 


total federal costs are seven and eight billions 
a year. It argues that improved system, stiffcr 
regulation and closer scrutiny of appropria- 
tions in congress can do much to bring down 
the total. Duplicative, unnecessary, cxtrax*a- 
ganl travel is likely to occur under all gov- 
ernment agencies unless vigilant administration 
prevents it. 


How about {he travel costs of congressmen? 


If they follow the usual course, they will vote 
themselves 20 cents a mile each way. between 
home and Washington, for the expenses of at- 
tending the present session. They did it for the 
expenses of attending the special session, which 
virtually merged into the regular session.—De- 
troit News.

San FranciM;o—Tom Mooney is a loyal admirer of Jobcf Stalin. He 


defends the slaughter of the heretics in Moscow on the ground that they 
were plotting against the safety of the government, and indorses a gov- 
ernment which readily imprisons men for their political beliefs. There- 
fore, if Mr. Mooney had been treated according to the golden rule in Cali- 
fornia he would have been a dead man many years 
ago. Therefore, also, he would seem to be in honor 
bound to stay in San Quentin prison as long as he 
can. a prisoner for hLs principles, refusing pardon 
and resisting expulsion by force. 


Instead, however, Mr. Mooney constantly demands 


a pardon and, with the backing of communist organi- 
zations and of that element of simple-minded liberals 
who seduce easily, denounces the state of California 
for descending to the level of his beloved Moscow. 
It is confusing, because if Mr. Mooney were consist- 
ent he would perceive in liis own persecution the 
first glimmering of the dawn of his cherished beliefs. 


It is unlikely that a political prisoner in Moscow 


would enjoy the guest status that Mr. Mooney occu-

pies in San Qucntm prison. He is a special case. He may receive journal- 
ists in the vbiting room and spend an hour or more arguing the absolute- 
ness of the existing form of government and predicting the early rise of 
a new system.

Was Wrong

"Dear Mr. Culbertson: The fol- 


lowing hand recently was played in 
a friendly game of ordinary con- 
tract bridge. The question arose 
as to whether or not the final bid 
was a legitimate sacrifice bid or a 
long gamble to save game. This was 
the hand:

"West opened the bidding with 


four diamonds, North passed. East 
passed, and South, not wanting to 
be shut out of a possible game, bid 
four spades. 
West then bid five 


diamonds and North bid five spades. 
East and South passed, and West 
then bid six diamonds. North pass- 
ed. East passed, and South doubled. 


"South took the i ce of spades, the 


ace-king of hearts, ace of diamonds, 
and, on the club play fn/m South 
through West, the club finesse was 
taken and lost to North's king. The 
contract was set four tricks. 


"South believed that West's bid- 


ding was entirely too reckless in 
view of the hand he (South) held, 
the support 
given his hand by 


North, and the feet that East con- 
tinually 
passed 
and 
therefore, 


could not reasonably have been ex- 
pected to hold any of the missing 
aces or kings. 


"We would appreciate your op- 


inion regarding the proper time to 
use a sacrifice bid and if it was 
warranted in the hand above. 


"P. P. I.. New York." 


West's 
opening bid 
cannot be 


criticized, but his later bidding was 
not admirable. For that matter. I 
do not thoroughly approve South's 
four spade bid. It w,as somewhat 
too dangerous for my taste. Hold- 
ing South's hand I would use the 
"optional" double. Admittedly, this 
convention should be based on a( 
least three cards in all the unbid 
suits/but I would rather shade this 
requirement, in the hope that my 
partner could respond with hearts, 
than risk everything 
on finding 


spade support. As it happens, North 
would have responded with spades 
anyway, but this was pure luck 
West's five diamond bid was inex- 
cusable! His 
opening preemptive 


bid had been the launching of a 
certain plan of attack and defense 
His partner was immediately in- 
formed of the 
general lay of the 


land and could take appropriate ac- 
tion after the four spade bid reach- 
ed him. For all West knew East 
might be waiting with an ax for the 
•four spade bid. The mere fact thai 
he had passed to four diamond 
was no indication that he could nol 
take care of the opponents' bids. 


Thus West took it upon himself 


to decide the combined holdings 
himself and partner, a feat beyond 
the ability of the greatest player 
This was West's real error. His later 
bid of six diamonds was not nearly 
as bad because, by that time. Easl 
had had the opportunity to double 
five spades and had failed to act,

Facts About the Pacific 


When I left Yokohama I started 


upon a non-stop voyage across the 
North Pacific. The trip to British 
Columbia is about 4,300 miles long, 
and usually takes from nine to 12 
days. 


Many liners go by a southward 


route in order to call at Hawaii. I 
wanted to visit Hawaii, but gave up 
the plan to save time. With a stop 
at Hawaii, a trip to North America 
takes several days longer. 


Among the interesting animals of 


the Pacific are flying fish. A view 
of one of them, from above is 
shown. 
Hawaii is famous for two active 


volcanoes—Mauna Loa and Kilau- 
ea. These volcanoes have poured 
forth thousands of tons of lava, and 
have helped build up the island, 
which is one of a dozen islands in 
the Hawaiian group. 


Like some other islands of the 


Pacific, Hawaii arose from the bot- 
tom of the sea. Lava broke forth at 
the sea bottom, and became hard 
rock. Later eruptions built up a 
mighty cone, and in the course of 
the ages it rose above the water 
surface. 
The eruptions kept on happening 


and today a mountain in Hawai 
rises more than two and a 
hal 


miles above sea level. The height 
of this volcanic mountain, from the 
sea bottom to the top of the highest 
peak, is close to six miles. 


There are so many other islands 


and island groups, in the Pacific 
that it would take hundreds of 
words just to give their names. The 
East Indies New Zealand, the Phil- 
ippines and the islands of Japan 
are the best known. 


Near the island of Mindanao (in 


the Philippine group) is what has 
been called "the deepest spot in the 
world."' The water there goes down 
more than six and a half miles. 11 
is about half a mile deeper than the 
extremely deep place cast of the 
main island of Japan. 


The bottom of the Pacific rises 


and rolls very much like dry land 
There are places in 
mid-ocean 


where undcr-water mountains rise 
nearly to the surface. 


The depth of the Pacific ocean, ii 


we take a general average, is aboui 
two and a half miles. That is half 
a mile deeper than the average 
depth of the Atlantic.

college of agriculture, University of 
Wisconsin, appeared before » well 
filled room in the city hall Friday 
night to discuss farm management 
and herd improvement 


"Better be a tcnar.l first," Mr. 


Hall advised. "A man may find out 
in a year or two that he can't be a 
farmer." 


He urged farmers to keep records 


ot whatever transpires on tho farm 
and the following factors were sug- 
gested'as items to be given their 
consideration, affecting as they do 
the labor income of any farm: (1) 
size 
of farm 
in crop area: (2) 


amount of butterfat sold per cow; 
(3) value of crops per crop acre: 
(4) livestock returns for each $100 
in feed used; (5) percentage of in- 
come from milk. 


While being belter than average 


in one or more of these factors will 
help to insure higher labor incomes, 
being better than a\crage in as 
many factors as possible will be 
much more to the farmer's advan- 
tage, Mr. Hall said. ":t is the lack 
of efficiency in the operation of a 
farm, not the size of the farm that 
accounts for the small incomes de- 
rived." said Mr Hall. "Many farm- 
ers know what to do, but jus! don't 
get around to do it," he continued. 


All of the factors mentioned are 


primarily under the Control of the 
farm operator. Therefore it is im- 
perative that the ind'.\ idual farm- 
er make a careful analysis of his 
business and form a workable plan 
which 
will 
bring up the weak 


points, Mr. Hall stated 
There is no 


one factor which makes for a com- 
plete success of a farm, but there 
should be a combination of several 
factors working cffic:cntly en the 
same farm. 


Variations in Income 


One of the most significant tilings 


which records have shown is the 
spread in labor income? between a 
high 20 per cent and n low 20 ppr 
cent of farms in the same size 
group, having the same number of 
cows and selling in the samo mar- 
ket. This spread runs from 51,118 
on farms of less tha-i 40 acres of 
crops to $2,642 on forms of over 
100 acres of crops. I" each group 
the big difference is -n the produc- 
tion of butterfat per cow, value of 
crops per acre and returns per $100 
worth of feed used. These factors 
may be equally good on farms of 
any sue. 


According to Mr. Hall it pays to 


be better than average in several 
factors rather than to be excellent 
in one and below average :n the 
others. 
Additional 
well-managed 


enterprises help to make up for 
low production in dairying while 
on the other hand high production 
per unit help to make up foi lack 
in diversity. After al!. the highest

Seaplanes Seen f 
As Spur to Trade i 
Between Nations 


United States Facing Im- 


portant Evolution in 


Foreign Commerce 


N'ew York — The United States 


faces another important evolution 
in its foreign trade and merchant 
marine with the development of 
giant flying boats, believes W. H. 
Coverdale, international authority 
on transportation. 


"We are In a transitional period 


where the merchant marine, to 
keep pace with the type of service 
demanded by the traveler, shipper 
and mail user, must lake advantage 
of the added speed made available 
by boats with wings," Coverdale 
said. 


He explained that the ocean ves- 


sel was in no danger of being re- 
placed, but that a well-rounded 
transportation 
service would co- 


ordinate planes and ships, which 
would be improved and made more 
economical to use. 


New Trade Possibilities Seen 
Overseas flying, in Coverdale's 


opinion, would 
become a definite 


stimulus to the merchant marine, 
and if it is built on a solid founda- 
tion, holds forth tremendous possi- 
bilities for travel and trade expan- 
sion throughout the world. 


When asked to describe a basis on 


which a flying service across the 
Atlantic can be most economically 
built, Coverdale pointed to the ex- 
isting steamship services operating 
under the American flag to virtual- 
ly all the countries in Europe. 


"We have today in our merchant 


marine," he said." the most logi- 
cal foundation on which to build 
flying services across the Atlantic, 
and supplementary services oper- 
ating in conjunction with American 
flag steamships plying between Eu- 
ropean ports. 


"We won't have to start from 


scratch in building a foundation 
for this new type of overseas ves- 
sel. We would make full use of the 
facilities already established. For 
the last 20 years the American 
[lag has been carried by 
United 


States steamship companies operat- 
ing freight and passenger services 
over established trade routes 
to •• 


European countries. 


Many Facilities Available 


"The companies have developed 


larbor facilities, .radio 
communi- 


cation, weather observations, 
and 


diplomatic and commercial relation- 
ships—to say nothing of the exper- 
ienced personnel which they have 
xained in international transport- 
ation. All of these facilities 
are 


part and parcel of our merchant 
marine." 


Concluding his observations on 


overseas flying Coverdale continu- 
ed: "So when we sit down and plan 
a place for the flying boat that 
will be most beneficial to our ov- 
erseas trade, with the hope of ec- 
onomic success, and at the same 
time be a tremendous adjunct to 
:he navy, as well as the army, in 
.imc of international disturbance 
or war. it is my opinion that that 
place is in the merchant marine 
tself."

Washington—Maybe if President 


Boosevelt familiarizes the Ameri- 
can people with the idea of asking 
for "yes" and "no" answers, such as 
he Is insisting upon from Chairman j 
Morgan of the 
TVA, the vogue 
may extend to 
acts of the ex- 
ecutive himself. 
Some rather 
pertinent ques- 
tions 
can 
be 


asked on which 
it would be de- 
sirable to have 
light shed. 


One question, 


for example, on 
which many 
Lawrence 


people here would like a "yes" or 
"no" answer from the president isj 
this: 
| 


"Do you respect the spirit of the ( 
constitution of the United States 
when you appoint a member of the 
house of representatives as a judge 
of the United States circuit court of 
appeals, and, even though confirm- 
ed by the senate of the United 
States more than three months ago. 
you ask him to remain an active 
member of the house and in charge 
of a piece of legislation on which, 
as a judge, he is subsequently to 
pass in hundreds of tax cases?" 


The point relates to Representa- 


tive Vinson of Kentucky, who was 
nominated on Nov. 26, 1937, to fill 
the vacancy caused by the death of 
Justice Eobb and was confirmed by 
the senate on Dec. 9. 1937. 
Hasn't Taken Oath 


Mr. Vinson has delayed taking 


the actual oath of office at the re- 
quest of the president, who has 
wanted him to steer the new tax 
bill through the house and confer- 
ence committee. Mr. Vinson has 
been chairman of the subcommittee 
of the house ways and means com- 
mittee and is certain to be a mem- 
ber of the conference committee on 
the new tax bill appointed by the 
two houses to iron out differences 


. between the two chambers on legis- 


lation. 


But the constitution of the United 


States says: 
"No person holding office under 
the United States shall be a mem- 
ber during his continuance in of- 
fice." 


The purpose of that clause, to- 
gether with another sentence in the 
same provision about members of 
the senate 
and house being ap- 


pointed to civil positions created 
during their respective terms of of- 
fice, was to prevent the appointing 
power from, being used to influence 
improperly the national legislature 
or for congress to seek to create 
new jobs for its members. 


Mr. Vinson 
comes from Ken- 


tucky, and there is no particular 
reason why the president has to ap- 
point anyone from outside the Dis- 
trict of Columbia to fill a vacancy 
on the court of appeals bench here. 
Nor is Mr. Vinson such an out- 
standing lawyer that he must needs 
be selected above all others to fill 
the vacancy. As a matter of fact, 
Mr. Vinson, by his record in con- 
gress, has not shown himself to be 
judicial-minded at all, and is re- 
garded by many of the oldest mem- 
bers of congress as one of the most 
partisan-minded men in the Demo- 
cratic party. 


Senate Confirms 


But the senate, which is the sole 
judge of qualifications, confirmed 
Mr. Vinson, and that's in conform- 
ity with the constitution, so no ex- 
ception can now be taken to this 
type of appointment. Indeed, no 
criticism can be visited on Mr. Vin- 
son himself for accepting a life job 
on the bench in the District of Co- 
lumbia at $12,500 a year. 


The real question at issue, and j 


which could easily be covered by a 
"yes" and "no" answer, is what un- i 
derstandings existed between the 
president and Mr. Vinson in con- 
nection with this appointment to 
the bench. Is it true, as currently 
reported, that Mr. Roosevelt prom- 
ised the appointment to Mr. Vinson 
in appreciation of services rendered 
to the administration in congress? 
The Kentucky representative has 
voted with the New Deal almost 
without exception, and few indi- 
vidual records of "rubber stamp" 
voting can be found that are any 
more subservient to administra- 
tion's wishes. 


Why did the president ask Mr. 


Vinson to delay taking the oath of 
office? Is not Mr. Vinson now a cir- 
suit court judge of the 
United 
States and has he not in fact been 
so ever since Dec. 9. 1937? Was it 
intended under our constitutional 
system that, by the introduction of 
a technicality—delay in taking the 
oath of office—the 
constitutional 


purpose of keeping the judicial and 
legislative branches of the govern- 
ment separated should be defeated? 


3-Judge Court 


For today there is only a 3-judge 


court in the court of appeals here I 
when there should be a 5-judge! 
court There are four judges avail- 
able, but, in order to have an odd 
number, only three are sitting on 
the bench. Thus, cases which should 
have a full 5-judge bench are being j 
decided by only three judges, again j 
a disservice to the people of the | 
District of Columbia and to litigants j 
from all over the country who j 
come to the local court because it is 
one of the principal review tribu- 
nals on administrative law. 


Mr. Roosevelt's political

ARTIC HYSTERIA 


Up in the Arctics, there is a 


strange malady that sometimes at- 
tacks the strongest men for no ap- 
parent reason. It is known among 
explores of the frozen wastes as 
"Arctic hysteria." 


Careful tests reveal that as much 


as two days before the arrival of 
one of the dreaded Arctic storms, 
attended as they usually are by in- 
tense magnetic disturbance, the hu- 
man heart beat generally sinks to 
about one-half its normal rhythm. 


This rising tension and tempo 


seem to have some relationship to 
the tension in the magnetic condi- 
tions that accompany the Arctic 
tempest.

Clintonville—An adjourned meet- 


ing of the city council was held 
Friday evening when the mayor 
and city clerk were authorized to 
execute a warranty deed to the old 
power house and site, which was 
recently sold to the Clintonville 
Transfer company for $3,000. It was 
also voted to pay $2,000 to W. A. 
Olen for 60 acres of land adjoining 
the municipal airport site. The ad- 
ditional land was needed for the de- 
velopment of the airport project. 


A delegation of farmers of the 


Clintonville Cooperative Milk Pool 
met with the council to discuss the 
proposition of their building a dairy 
plant in this city. The farmers are 
considering several locations, among 
which are the Ruth property at the 
corner o/ Madison and Auto streets; 
Torrey Cedar company land on E. 
Third street: and land near the 
Clintonville Canning company plant. 
Aldermen voted to appropriate the 
sum of $600 from the city industrial 
fund upon the completion of a plant 
valued at $6.000 or more. The Milk 
Pool members will be required to 
purchase their own site and plan to 
erect a modern plant 36 by 60 feet 
in size for 
the 
manufacture of 


cheese and butter. 


Robert Cramer, Jr., of Milwaukee 


was present at the meeting to con- 
fer with the council on matters 
pertaining to the Clintonville Sew- 
age Disposal 
plant, 
which was 


erected last year under the super- 
vision of the Cramer and Sons En- 
gineering company. 
John Kafka, 


operator at the plant, explained that 
a larger gas engine generator is 
needed to efficiently use the sewage 
gas which is produced at the plant. 
With a larger engine, it is expected 
that 85 per cent of the power nec- 
essary for operating the plant will 
be furnished by the by-product, 
thus affecting a material saving to 
the city on electrical current con- 
sumed. The matter will be further 
investigated by the sewer commit- 
tee, the contractors and the engin- 
eers. The city is withholding final 
payment on the plant until the nec- 
essary adjustments are made. 


Tax Payments

for the city of Clintonville were 
paid by March 15. the last day of 
the extended time limit. Of the 
total tax roll of $128,830.58 there has 
been paid $110.942.94, leaving an un- 
collected balance of $17,887.65. It is 
expected that this amount will be 
reduced by March 22. when City 
Treasurer Dr. Robert Fischer sends 
his returns to the county office.

In the southern sections, when 


the winter grasses are waning, and 
before the permanent grasses re- 
sume active growth. 


When the 
ground is thawing, 


the soil is in a porous condition, 
honeycombed and creviced. Plant 
food works down in the crevices 
when applied, and prevents very 
little of the 
product from being 
carried away when the ground 1 o- 
comes completely thawed out. 


Late snows and

carried down through the soil to 
the roots, in time for the hungry 
plants to assimilate it just as soon 
as growth begins.
